For several days it 
w'as vaguely whispered that Ecker- 
^ b e had made some sort of a co n ­ 
fession, 
and it now’ develops that 
the rumor w*as not w’ithout founda­ 
tion. 


There is confined in the county 
jail at Andrew a tramp by the name 
of John Murphy, 
who w’as bound 
over to the grand jury last spring 
for attempting to kill another tramp 
with a razor, 
Eckerlebe was placed 
in the same cell with John Murphy, 
and to him by 
degrees be unbur­ 
dened his mind, making statements 
which secuiely fastened the murder 
of Miss Keil upon himself. 
He fce- 
came 
extremely 
confidential 
and 
gave the tramp information which 
when 
transmitted by him 
to the 
officers 
furnished 
them with 
the 
best of 
clews. 
At 
one 
time 
in 
speaking of the murder, he said, 
“ M y God, didn’t she b l e e d . T h e 
tramp industriously pumped E cker­ 
lebe, 
and 
ascertained 
that 
the 
^eapon with w’hich he killed her 
a thirty-tw’o calibre revolver. 
Sheriff 
Mitchell, 
Jailor Tubbs, 
Constable Hennegar 
and the at­ 
torney for the prosecution made a 
search of the Eckerlebe residence, 
and found the revolver, which was 
the property of Chris Eckerlebe,the 
accused man. 
A cartridge box was 
also found concealed in the corn 
crib, where he had hidden it after 
loading the revolver for his bloody 
w’ork. 
He then laid in w'ait for the 
innocent girl behind the dead tree, 
which lay near 
the 
spot of the 
murder, 
and shot her twice, one 
bullet entering the right side of the 
neck, and passing under the skin 
for about an inch before coming 
out, 
and 
the 
other 
entering the 
neck at about the same place, and 
lodging in the base of the brain. 
It is supposed that he then made 
use of the flint rock, with which he 
fractured her skull in a number of 
places. 
The club may have been 
used by the girl in her own defense, 
but it w’as a very inferior weapon 
on account of its decayed condition. 
T he crime w’as the result of an 
insane 
jealousy 
on 
the 
part 
of 
Eckerlebe, as the giri w’ould have 
nothing to do wdth him. 
Evidence 
goes to show’ that he has been d og­ 
ging 
her 
footsteps 
for 
months. 
Everything goes to show that after 
shooting het he went to the creek 
about forty feet away and secured 
the flint rock with which he delib­ 
erately 
pounded 
the 
girFs 
head 
until the skull was split in several 
directions. 
The coroner’s inquest, which was 
held over the remains on the Sun­ 
day night following 
the 
murder, 
wdih 
Russell 
E. Farrell acting as 
deputy coroner, failed to show that 
the 
giri had 
been shot at all, al­ 
though 
one 
member of the jury 
suspected that certain injuries were 
the result of bullets. 
Mr. 
Farrell 
left the city the following day, and 


no verdict was given in the case.

left the 
matter incomplete.
